Compliance with the pro-|
visions of the Federal high-|
way use tax law by owners
of trucks and buses will be
checked closely, according to

Riddell said correctness of
returns filed by owners of
taxable vehicles will be
checked to determine wheth-
er all taxable vehicles were
reported, and whether they
were reported in the correct
tax categories.

Lists of owners of taxable
motor vehicles are being
compared with the Federal
Highway Use Tax returns
filed, to assure that all own-
ers of taxable trucks and bus-
es pay their fair share of tax.

The Internal Revenue Serv-
ice has gone to great lengths
to obtain voluntary compli-
ance with the Highway Use
Tax filing requirements, Rid-
dell said. Tax revenue re-
ceived under the Act is re.
turned to the states to help
pay the costs of the Inter-
state Highway System now
under construction. This law
dates back to July 1, 1956.
